Last year, 60,000 watched this thrill-packed battle of skill 
and daring against swift currents, treacherous ice floes, biting winds and bitter cold. 
Separate races are run for ‘ ‘professional” and “amateur” ice canoe enthusiasts. 


“Professionals” are men from the islands which dot the 
river around Quebec city and to whom the ice canoe is 
the traditional mode of transportation with the mainland.
